Lmighty God, as well to de- 
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Nh ſon Sin of Murder, as to be- 
k>X1 ret and retain in us an Hor- 
ror thereof, does, by his Pow- 
er and Providence, and by 
ſtrange and miraculous Me- 
thods, bring to Light ſuch Deeds of Darkneſs, 
and drag the bloody Authors of them to con- 
dign Puniſhment, as in many Inſtances might 


be made appear. The Blood of Man, wen 


ſhed by cruelty for Revenge, or the Satisfac- 
tion of ſome baſe Luſt, cries aloud to Heav'n 


for Vengeance: And how ſecretly ſoever ſome 


horrible Murthers may be contriy'd and ef- 
tected, yet, tis plain, they very ſeldom paſs 
long unpuniſh'd: For beſides the Diſquietudes 


and Horrors of the e accubng Conſtien- 
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| it Clare his Hatred to that crim- 
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ces of ſuch Murtherers, there is the All- ſeeing 
Eye of a Sin-puniſhing God, which ſearches 
them out, and a wonderful Hand of Provi- 
dence which takes hold of, and binds them, 
and (before they are aware) delivers them up 
into the Hands of Juſtice for Puniſhment : An 
Inſtance hereof we have in the following Re- 
lation of a Yonth, who had embru'd his Hands 
in the Blood of his Fellow-Servant, viz. 


Homas Savage, born in the Pariſh of St.Giles 
in the Belk, was put out Apprentice to 
Mr. Collins, a Vintner, at the Ship-Tavern in 
Ratcliff, where he liy'd about the Space of ane 
Year and three Quarters, in which Time he 
manifeſted himſelf to thoſe who knew him, to 
be a Monſter in Iniquity. In all which Time, 
he never once heard an whole Sermon, but 
us'd to go in at one Door of the Church, and 
out at the other, accounting them Fools who 
could ſpare ſo much Time from Sin, as 2 or 3 
Hours on a Lord's Day, to ſpend in the Lord's 
Service. He paſs'd away the Sabbaths com- 
monly at an Ale-houſe, or rather Bawdy-houſe, 
with that Strumpet Hannah Blay, who was the 
the Cauſe of his Ruin. He was by a young 
Man (gone to Sea) firſt incited to drink thers, 
and after that he went alone, and now an 
then uſed to carry her à Bottle or two of 
Wine, which ſatisfy'd not her wicked Deſires, 
but told him, If he would frequent her Houſe, 


| ke muſt bring Money with him. He told her 


often,

often, He could bring none but his Maſter's, 
and had never wrone'd him of Two Pence ia 
his Life. She ſtill entic'd him to take it pri- 
vately. He reply'd, Re could not, becauſe the 
Maid was always at Home with him. Hang 
her a Jade (ſaid this impudent Slut) knock her 
Brains out, and [1] receive the Money. This 
ſhe many times ſaid, and the Day he committed 
the Murder, he was with her in the Morning, 
and ſne made him drunk with burnt Brandy; 
he wanting a Groat to pay his Reckoning, ſhe 
again perſuaded him to knock the Maid-o'the 
Head, and then ſhe would receive the Money. 
He going Home between 12 and 1 a-Clock, his 
Maſter ſtanding at the Street-Door, did not 
dare to go in that Way, but climb'd over a 
Back-Door, and comes into the Room where 
| his Fellow-Servants where at Dinner. O Sirrab 
| (ſaid the Maid to him) you have been now at the 
Bamdy-houſe; you'll never leave "till you are un- 
done by them. He was much vexcd at her, and 
while at Dinner, the Devil enter'd fo ſtrong 
into him, that nothing wou d ſatisfy him, but 
he muſt kill her, and that with an Hammer; 
accordingly when his Maſter, with the reſt of 
the Family, were gone to Church, leaving on- a 
ly the Maid and this Boy at Home; he goes in- 
to the Bar, fetches the Hammer, and takes the 
Bellows in his Hand, and fits down by the Fire, 
and there knocks on the Bellows with the 
Hammer. The Maid faid to him, Sure the Bey 


is mad, Sirrah, whas do you make this Noiſe *

Fe ſaid nothing, but went from the Chair 
and lay along the Kitchin- window, and knock- 
ed with the Hammer there, and on a ſudden 
threw the Hammer with ſich a Force at the

Maid, that hitting her on the Head, ſhe fell 
down preſently, ſhricking out; then he took 
up the Hammer three Times, not daring to 
ſtrike her; but at laſt the Devil was ſo great 
in him, that he takes the Hammer and ſtrikes 
her many Blows with all the Force he could, 
rejoycing he had got the Victory over her;

: Fe gave her Half a Crown, and went away 
: without any Remorſe for what he had done : 
| Going over a ſtile he ſat down to reſt himſelf, 
and then began to think with himſelf, Lord, 
what have I dme? And would have given Ten 
Thouſand Worlds he could have recalFd the 
Blows. After this, he was in fo much Horror, ö 
that he went not a Step, but he thought every WM 
one he met came to take him, he got that Night ln 
to Greenwich, and lay there, telling the People 
of the Houſe he was going to Graveſend. That f 
Night he roſe, and walked about, not knowing 
what to do, Conſcience ſo flew in his Face. The 
Miſtreſs of the Houſe perceiving the Lad to 
have Money, and the Bag not-ſeaPd up, ſaid, 
I wiſh this Lad came by this Money honeſtly. The 
next Morning he going for Woolwich, the Mif- 
treſs of the Honſe not being ſatisfy'd, ſends 
for him back, and told him, Sweetheart, I fear 
you came not by this Money honeſtly. Tes, tmdetd 
M. ſtreſs ( nid he) I did; for I am carrying it- 
down to Graveſend to my Maſter, a Wine-Cooper. 
[Fe live oz London-Bridge, and if you pleaſe to 
ſend any Body to my AM.flireſs, I will leave my 
Money with you. F 
Some People then going to London, he writ 
a Note to ſend to his Miſtreſs, and left the Mo- 
ncy with the Woman of the Houſe, and went 
his way, wand'ring towards Woolwich, and 
there was in the Ship-yard : About that Time 
News came to Greenwich of a Murder com- 
mitted at Rarcl i by a Youth on his Fellow- 
| Ser-

Servant, and that a Bag of Money was taken 
away. The Miſtreſs of the Houſe forthwith 


concluded it was the ſame Youth that was at 


her Houſe, and that that was the Money : 
Whereupon ſhe ſent Men out preſently to ſeek 
him, who found him in an Ale-houſe, where 
he had calfd for a Pot of Drink, and was 
falPn aſleep with his Head on the Table. One 
of the Men calling him by his Name, Tom, 
ſaid he, Did not you live at Ratcliff? He reply'd, 
Yes. And (ſaid they) did not you murder your 
Fellow-Servant ?- He confeſſed it. And you took 


, * ſo much Money from your Maſter * He acknow- 


ledg'd all. Then (ſaid they) you muſt go along 
with us. He ſaid, Yes, with all my Heart. 80 
they went forthwith to Greenwich, to the Houſe 


where he lay that Night,where,when he came, 


he met with his Maſter, and ſome Friends; 


when his Maſter firſt ſpake to him of it, he was 


not much affected, but after a little Time burſt 


into many Tears. Thence he was convey'd to 
the Juſtice at Ratclif, where he fully confeſꝭd 


the Fact again, and was by him committed 


cloſe Priſoner in the Goal of Newgate, where 


Mr. H. B. (who, after ſome Acquaintance 


with him, had the preceding Narrative from 


his own Mouth) came to ſee, and ſpeak with 
him, whom he found but little ſenſible of 
what he'd done.

of the Land, and the Puniſhment of Death,

2. Another youthful Sin is Lying. Poor

Ob ! (faid 
he)... you and I have ſemething elſe to do with 
our Time, than to play at Cards! Is it now 4 
Time for us. to be ſporting away the Sabbath, 
when we have but one poor Sand leſt to, work 
for Eternity.  . - | | 
5. Another youthful Sin is, Keeping bad 
Company. Are there not many of the De- 
vil's Emiſſaries, that make it their Buſineſs 
to decoy poor young Ones? Oh! what 
an Happineſs do they promiſe then! A 
goodly Happineſs, indeed, to carry- them 
do the Devil! Twas not without Cauſe, 
that David (in Pſalm 1.) did pronounce' 
them Bleſſed, that had leaſt to do in wicked 
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talk Company: Whatever deluded Creatures think 
that of their mad, jovial Company; one that 
cars is well in his Wits, looks upon their So- 
ciety as an Emblem 'of Hell; Pſalm 120. 
The young Man, upon whoſe Account we 
are here met this Day, told me, That two 
or three wicked Feltows firſt got him out 
to go to ſpend a Penny; but little did he 
think where they were leading him, and af- 
ter they had hcen at one Place, they car- 
ry'd him to another, *till at laſt they brought 
him to that Houſe, ont of which few go 
without their Death's Wound. This was 
the general Complaint of them that went 
this laſt Aſſe to Tyburn. And yet, how 
are filly Souls pleas'd with ſuch Company, 
whoſe greateſt Kindneſs is to make them 
go merrily to Bell? And are they ſtill. 
ſuch ſweet-natur'd Creatures, that you can- 
not love them too much, who do what the 
can poſſibly to deprive you of your muell 
Happineſs, and make you miſerable for ever?
